What happens at that time 
remains to be seen, he said. 

The movement, which began 
on Wall Street last month, is 
supposed to be fighting against 
corporate greed and a better 
system for the “99 per cent of 
us.”

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Rash of 
slayings 
keeps 
police on 
the move 


It was a busy week for 
homicide investigators in 
and around Edmonton. 

At about midnight on 
Thursday, Edmonton 
police responded to 
reports of a 22-year-old 
man dead near a parked 
vehicle at 131 Avenue and 
69 Street. 

It is the city’s 43rd 
homicide of the year. 

An autopsy for the man 
is slated for today at 
1:30 p.m. 

Police also released the 
identities of two men 
found dead on Tuesday 
morning near Rosehill 
Cemetery, in an SUV 
riddled with bullet holes. 

Police say Trevor 
Greenway, 26, and Jason 
Trundle, 36, died of 
gunshot wounds in what 
was not a random act. No 
details about possible 
suspects were released. 

Meanwhile, RCMP in 
Spruce Grove/Stony Plain 
are treating the death of 
teacher Jolene Marie Gote, 
36, a mother of two who 
was found dead early 
Thursday at her home 
across from the Edmonton 
Springs Golf Gourse, as a 
homicide. 

On Saturday, members 
of Parkland Search and 
Rescue Society combed 
the property and the area 
surrounding Cote’s 
residence. 

RCMP are not releasing 
the cause of death and 
said they are “exploring 
different avenues of 
investigation.”

It would cost more 
than $5 million in 
staffing, operating and 
maintenance costs to save 
an estimated $2 million a 
year lost to cheaters, says

morrow. 

And that’s on top of the 
$15 million it would cost 
to install the turnstiles, 
along with implementing 
smart-card or other fare 
technology, since ETS fare 
is paper-checked visually. 

“I’m disappointed that 
the costs are high,” Coun. 
Don Iveson said. 

“But for the same 
amount of money ... you 
could hire eight peace of¬ 
ficers on the system.” 

The open concept of 


Edmonton’s 15 LRT sta¬ 
tions was also noted as a 
challenge. 

Iveson said a smart- 
card system — plastic 
cards pre-loaded with fare 
money — would help. 

“Rather than making it 
harder to cheat, smart- 
card technology makes it 
easier to be honest about 
paying your fare,” he said. 

A capital-region com¬ 
mittee is already looking 
into a regional fare. De¬ 
veloping smart-card tech¬ 
nology is part of their 
long-range plan. 


By the numbers 


► Councillors asked for 

information on turnstiles 
in March, after learning 
most of the 6,500 tickets 
issued last year were for 
fare evasion. 

► The report says turnstiles 
would reduce last year's 
fare evasion of 4-5 per cent 
to 1.6 per cent.

No trouble yet

Rome cleans up after 
rioters clash with cops

Rome’s mayor said yester¬ 
day that it could cost at 
least $1.4 million US to re¬ 
cover firom the havoc 
wreaked by rioters who 
smashed windows, tore up 
sidewalks and torched vehi¬ 
cles after breaking off from 
a peaceful protest. 

The estimate came as 
cleanup work continued in 
damaged neighbourhoods, 
where many charred vehi¬ 
cles remained parked along 
the streets. 

The hundreds of rioters 
infiltrated a march Satur¬ 
day by tens of thousands of 
demonstrators unhappy 
about the global financial 
crisis — part of a worldwide 
version of the Occupy Wall 
Street protests in New York. 

The protesters, some 
wearing gas masks and 
many in hoods, ripped up 
cobblestones and slabs of 
sidewalk to hurl at police 
and buildings, and smashed 
windows with hammers. 
Pohce responded with wa¬ 
ter hoses and tear gas. Pro¬ 
testers also stormed into a 
church, tore a crucifix off 
the wall and smashed a 
statue of the Virgin Maiy. 


Rome Mayor Gianni Ale- 
manno inspected the dam¬ 
aged neighbourhood near 
St. John in Lateran Basilica 
yesterday. He called the ri¬ 
oters “animals.” 

Interior Minister Roberto 
Maroni, whose ministiy in¬ 
cludes the state police 
corps, said he would brief 
the Senate tomorrow about 
the rioting and the meas¬ 
ures to be taken to avoid a 
replay. 

Maroni told a news con¬ 
ference that he has urged 
investigators to “carefully 
study the images” that 


might have been captured 
by bank and other surveil¬ 
lance cameras so the rioters 
could be brought to justice 
“and pay for what they did 
in an exemplary way.” 

A city sanitation crew 
yesterday whitewashed a 
wall near the Colosseum to 
remove graffiti. Charred 
hulks of dozens of parked, 
unoccupied cars set ablaze 
by the rioters still lined sev¬ 
eral streets, but most of the 
shattered glass and chunks 
of hurled stone had been 
swept away Saturday night.

ran the capital in August. 

Ahmad Ghargoiy, com¬ 
mander of a revolutionaiy 
brigade, said the area will 


be turned into a public park 
accessible to all Libyans. 

“It’s the revolutionaiy 
decision to tear down this 
S 5 nnbol of t 5 n:anny,” Ghar¬ 
goiy said. 

“We were busy with the 


war, but now we have the 
space to do this.” 

Already, the courtyard in 
front of Gadhafi’s former 
house, which he used for 
fieiy speeches trying to ral¬ 
ly supporters during the up¬ 


rising, has been turned into 
a weekly market. Tripoli 
residents roam the premis¬ 
es as if at a museum, with 
vendors selling revolution- 
aiy flags and other sou¬ 
venirs.

Until now, the IMF has 
funded about a third of the 
bailouts of Greece, Ireland 
and Portugal, but helping 
the eurozone to stem conta¬ 
gion beyond those coun¬ 
tries would require a 
broader use of resources 
that would go far beyond 
the fund’s traditional role 
of providing rescue loans to 
cash-strapped govern¬ 
ments. 

While the IMF has a role 
to play, G20 ministers made 
clear Saturday that Europe 
must first come up with its 
own solutions.

California’s largest 
industiy group for 
doctors is calling for the 
legalization of marijuana 
even as it maintains that 
the drug has few proven 
health benefits. 

Trustees of the Califor¬ 
nia Medical Association 
adopted the new stance 
at its annual meeting in 
Anaheim, according to a 
Los Angeles Times 
report. 

Dr. Donald L 3 mian, the 
physician who wrote the 
group’s new policy, said 
doctors are increasingly 
fhistrated by the state’s 
medical marijuana law, 
which allows use with a 
doctor’s recommen¬ 
dation. Physicians are 
put in the uncomfortable 
position of having to de¬ 
cide whether to 
recommend a drug that’s 
illegal under federal law, 
L 5 mian said. 

“It is an open question 
whether cannabis is use¬ 
ful or not,” he told the 
newspaper. “That ques¬ 
tion can only be 
answered once it is legal¬ 
ized and more research 
is done.”

Sucking - sucks? 


O A thumb or pacifier may bring peace to your household but what are the implications?

You’ve swaddled and 
shushed, but your baby’s 
still howling. So you reach 
for a pacifier, or encourage 
thumb sucking. Is this OK? 

Thumb versus pacifier 
use is an issue that divides 
parents. Thumb sucking is 
a natural behaviour. Chil¬ 
dren have been observed 
thumb sucking in the 
womb. Pacifier proponents 


believe keeping your baby 
calm when he or she is dy¬ 
ing for no reason is better 
for psychological wellbeing. 

There are genuine posi¬ 
tives: Pacifier use is be¬ 
lieved to reduce the 
prevalence of Sudden In¬ 
fant Death S5mdrome. You 
can also control when your 
baby uses it (which you 
can’t do with a thumb) and 
when it’s time to end non¬ 
nutritive sucking (NNS) — 
as it’s termed — a pacifier 
can be thrown out. 

The downside is that if 


your baby becomes depend¬ 
ent on it, you’ll be up 
throughout the night to 
pop it back in. Later, it be¬ 
comes a barrier to speech. 

So while this sanity-saver 
seems like a good option, 
NNS can have implications 
for growth. “The greater 
the amount of time during 
the day that the child en¬ 
gages in non-nutritive suck¬ 
ing, the greater the forces 
that the growing bones and 
associated soft tissues will 
be exposed to,” explains Dr. 
Sarah Hulland, a paediatric 


dentist. “In turn (this) can 
cause a change in the rela¬ 
tionship of the oro-motor 
complex, so how the 
mouth is shaped, how the 
dentition inter-relates, how 
the lips can close, how the 
tongue behaves in the 
mouth (can be affected).” 

Hulland warns that 
soother sucking should be 
limited to settling your ba¬ 
by. “Sucking on soothers 
can lead to significant re¬ 
structuring of the oro-facial 
complex, which usually 
manifests itself as an open 


bite where the front teeth 
don’t meet. This can lead to 
difficulties closing the lips 
and a tongue thrust.” 

In response, pacifier pro¬ 
ducers are creating more er¬ 
gonomic soothers. But 
getting kids to stop can be 
tricky. “The easiest way to 
stop pacifier sucking is to 
keep soother-access to es¬ 
sential-use only,” explains 
Hulland. “And for thumb 
suckers, remove thumb 
from a child’s mouth or re¬ 
place it with an alternative 
comforter.”

Drip by drip, drop by 
drop, water is getting 
more expensive. It’s 
tempting to wonder, 
sometimes, why we are 
paying so much for some¬ 
thing that regularly falls 
out of the sky for free. 

Not that purification, 
pumps and infrastructure 
aren’t hugely important. 
But aren’t there ways to 
use all that water that sim¬ 
ply hits your house any¬ 
way? Yes, and so we turn 
to the humble rain barrel. 

“Catching rain water 
for your garden is fun,” 
says Bob Burgess, princi¬ 


pal of Gulf Islands Rainwa¬ 
ter Connection Ltd. on 
Thetis Island, B.C. 

“And it gives you the 
best possible water for 
your garden.” 

A simple, low-tech de¬ 
vice can fill up 10 to 15 
times in a t 3 ^ical Canadi¬ 
an year. 

The water’s not drink¬ 
able, but it’s cheaper — 
and cleaner — for lawns, 
gardens and plants than 
the more expensive treat¬ 
ed water that gushes from 
your hose or sprinkler. 

And if you feel like in¬ 
vesting in a more complex 
system, rain water can al¬ 
so be used indoors. 

“The building code — 
now — allows it to be 


used for toilets without 
purification,” Burgess 
says. 

“That’s a nice way to 
save money — and water 
— 12 months a year.” 


That requires a tank, 
underground in most of 
Canada, where it can be 
protected from freezing. 

“The underground 
tanks are more expensive. 


You’re probably spending 
$2,000 on the tank, and 
another $1,000 on the 
pump. By and large, 
you’re looking at more 
like $4,000 to $5,000. And 


that depends on how easy 
it is. If it’s a brand new 
house, it would be really 
easy.” 

Potable water systems 
are available, converting 
rain into drinking water. 
But they run in the 
$25,000 to $35,000 cost 
range — far more than 
most Canadians would 
ever be willing to spend. 
But there’s an easier, 
cheaper side to this. Just 
the simple act of putting a 
rain barrel under your 
downspout heightens 
awareness of water con¬ 
servation, making it easier 
to find other effective, 
every-day ways of cutting 
consumption. 

“That’s exactly the idea 
of the rain barrel, is that it 
gets people interested,” 
Burgess says. “Here’s a 
line: It’s raining, it’s pour¬ 
ing, the wise man is stor¬ 
ing.”

tongue), elephant ears, 
weeping figs, rubber 
plants or bamboo palms 
(a.k.a. reed palm). 

All of these are some of 
the most popular house 
plants, so they’ll be easy 
to find, and they’re also 
easy to care for. 

Back in the 1980s, 
NASA did a study to look 
at which plants were best 
able to filter the air of the 
space station. 

And if it’s good enough 


for the space station... 

And you don’t have to 
be an astronaut to know 
that plants produce oxy¬ 
gen. 

But what you might 
not realize is that indoor 
plants can also absorb 
contaminants like ben¬ 
zene and formaldehyde (a 
known carcinogen). 

Dr. B.C Wolverton’s re¬ 
search also showed that 
plant-filtered rooms have 
50 to 60 per cent less air¬ 
borne microbes, like 
mold spores and also bac¬ 


teria. 

Get rid of any fake, silk 
plants — they only collect 
dust — and harness the 
environment’s natural 
ability to clean itself. 

You can also check the 
library for a more exhaus¬ 
tive list in Wolverton’s 
book. How to Grow Fresh 
Air: 50 Houseplants That 
Purify Your Home or Of¬ 
fice.

O St. Louis bullpen bottles up Brewers, earning team a chance to play Rangers for title

An afterthought in early 
September, the St. Louis 
Cardinals are taking their 
wild ride all the way to 
the World Series. 

David Freese hit a 
three-run homer in the 
first and manager Tony La 
Russa turned again to his 
brilliant bullpen for seven 
sturdy innings as St. Louis 
captured its 18th pennant 
with a 12-6 victory over 
the bumbling Milwaukee 
Brewers last night. 

Albert Pujols and the 
wild-card Cardinals took 
out the heavily favoured 
Phillies in the first round, 
then dispatched the divi¬ 
sion-rival Brewers on 
their own turf in Game 6 
of the NL championship 
series. 

Looking for its second 
title in six seasons, St. 
Louis opens the World Se¬ 
ries at home Wednesday 
night with ace Chris Car¬ 
penter on the mound 
against the AL champion 
Texas Rangers. 

Trailing by 1034 games 
in the wild-card race on 
Aug. 25, the Cardinals 
surged down the stretch 
and took advantage of a 
monumental collapse by 
Atlanta to win a playoff 
spot on the final night of 
the regular season. 

Now, bolstered by a 


group of no-name reliev¬ 
ers who keep answering 
La Russa’s call, the Cardi¬ 
nals are back in the World 
Series for the first time 
since beating Detroit in 
2006. 

What a relief! 

It was a disappointing 
end to a scintillating sea¬ 
son for Prince Fielder, 
Ryan Braun and the NL 
Central champion Brew¬ 
ers, who finished with a 
franchise-record 96 wins, 
six games ahead of St. 
Louis. 

Baseball’s best home 


team collapsed in the 
NLCS, though, losing 
twice at Miller Park in an 
error-filled flop. 

It was likely Fielder’s fi¬ 
nal game with the Brew¬ 
ers, too. He’s a free agent 
after the season. 

Rafael Furcal and Pu¬ 
jols hit solo homers off 
Chris Narveson and St. 
Louis built a 9-4 lead by 
the time the bullpen took 
over for Edwin Jackson in 
the third inning. 

The group of Fernando 
Salas, Marc Rzepczynski, 
Octavio Dotel, Lance L5mn 


and Jason Motte allowed 
two runs the rest of the 
way. 

For the series, St. Louis 
relievers finished 3-0 with 
a 1.88 ERA over 28% in¬ 
nings. 

The biggest scare came 
when Pujols appeared 
shaken up after tagging 
out Braun in the fifth in¬ 
ning when he fell hard on 
his right forearm on a 
close play at first base. 
The three-time MVP was 
slow to get up, but stayed 
in the game.

IndyCar driver dies after fiery crash 


Dan Wheldon, who moved 
to the United States from 
his native England with 
hopes of winning the Indi¬ 
anapolis 500 and went on 
to prevail at his sport’s 
most famed race twice, 
died yesterday after a mas¬ 
sive, fiery wreck at the Las 
Vegas Indy 300. 

He was 33. 

Wheldon, who won the 
Indy 500 for the second 
time this May, won 16 
times in his IndyCar career 
and was the series champi¬ 
on in 2005. He was airlifted 


from the Las Vegas track at 
1:19 p.m. local time yester¬ 
day and taken to a nearby 
hospital, becoming the first 
IndyCar driver to die after 
an on-track crash since 
rookie Paul Dana was killed 
in practice on the morning 
of race day at Homestead- 
Miami Speedway in 2006. 

As word began to spread 
that his injuries were fatal, 
those at the track could not 
control their tears. The re¬ 
mainder of the race was 
cancelled. Drivers solemnly 
returned to the track for a

“IndyCar is veiy sad to 
announce that Dan Whel¬ 
don has passed away from 
unsurvLvable injuries,” In¬ 
dyCar CEO Randy Bernard 
said. “Our thoughts and 
prayers are with his family 
today. IndyCar, its drivers 
and owners, have decided 
to end the race. In honour 
of Dan Wheldon, the driv¬ 
ers have decided to do a 
five-lap salute to in his hon¬ 
our.” 


The race was only min¬ 
utes old when Wheldon, 
who started at the back of 
the 34-car field and was in 
position for a $5 million US 
payday if he could have 
won the race, was one of 15 
cars involved in a wreck 
that started when two cars 
touched tires. 

Several cars burst into 
flames, and debris was all 
over the track, some of the 
impact so intense that 
workers needed to patch 
holes in the asphalt.
